Alfalfa - spot stocks limited. Mention substitute to avoid delay. Dakota and Nebraska Alfalfa - fair supply now on hand. Recommend these 


excellent origins. 


Ky. Blue Grass: One of shortest crops on record. Very little carry-over. Very costly crop. Supply estimated at roughly 
a third of last year. Last year barely enough to finish out season. 


Lawn Mixtures: To stretch out the Blue Grass supply and keep prices reasonable, Mixtures will need to carry more 
other varieties, such as Poa Trivialis, Highland Bent, Chewings and Creeping Fescues, Rye Grasses. 


Permanent pastures have been hard hit by the hot, dry summer. Drouth in some areas has made a serious forage situation. Renovation and pasture 
reseeding will call for alot of seed. Summer, early Fall is the best time to seed grasses and some legumes. Advise your farmers to plan their pasture 
programs now. A good firm seed bed insures a good stand. Now is the time to prepare the soil. Stock seed now. Be ready for early orders.
